There is no stronger 
structure in tht 


building section cit New Yoik. It is built 
to stand a siege, it need be, and in the 
event of a liot in New 1'ork there are 
many reasons why it would be a good 
place for the rioters to light shy of.

In the flrst place the arsenal of tne 


upper pirt of the building there is stored 
ammunition enough to supply a regiment 
of men. steadily hnnsf for hours; there 
are hand grenades ready to scatter death 
and destruction in the streets around tne 
building in the cient of au attack; there 
are ntles in racks, kept oiled and polish- 
ed with as much care us weapons m a 
military establishment, and last but by 
no means least, there are two Oatlmg 
gnus and ammunition.
